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NEW RECORDS OF SOME ORCHIDS 
A further study of the orchids, collected from 
Didihat/Shandev in Pithoragarh District of 
Eastern Kumaon, has revealed that two more 
species of orchids included in the above collection 
have not been recorded before from any locality 
in Western Himalayas. 

These orchids which were collected in the 
vegetative condition from Didihat/Shandev in 
Oct. 1967 have now flowered in Dehra Dun. 

The specimens cited are preserved in the her¬ 
barium of the B.S.I., Northern Circle, Dehra 
Dun under the respective numbers of the author.

Epiphytic on Qucrcus incana. Leaves 4-6, 

7-12 cm long and 0.5-1.5 cm wide, lanceolate; 
spike shorter than the leaves, few-flowered and 
pubescent; flowers white; lip 3-lobed, yellowish 
with pinkish side lobes; sepals ovate lanceolate, 

5 nerved; petals 3 to 5 nerved; nerves strongly 
purple, reticulate above middle, pubesceht out¬ 
side. (Figs. 1-4)

Flowers (Dehra Dun) June. Arora 37874; 
fairly common in Didihat, District Pithoragarh. 

Distribution: Nepal, Sikkim and Khasia Mts. 
Otochilus porrecta Lindl. Gen. & Sp. Orchid.

Epiphytic on Qiiercus incana. Leaves 2, elliptic 
lanceolate; flowers racemose, cream white; bracts 
lanceolate, caducous; sepals and petals spread¬ 
ing; petals linear, nearly filiform; lip trilobed, 
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Otochilus ftorrecta Lindl.

base forming a sac with two errect basal lobes 
enclosing the foot of the column, mid-lobe 
lanceolate; column long, slender, reddish brown;
